Lost Their Home by Fire. 


Mr. and Mrs. A. W. Baker, ap elderly

kindness of neighbors for shelter, 

As ‘usual, when the tire alarm rang at 
shortly after 11 o'clock, the horses were 
away from the engine house, one pair on

the hill beyond the terminus of the I. 
L. & H. road, and one pair near Abbot 
street. It was nearly fourteen minutes 
before the first piece of apparatus lert 
twenty-seven before any 
of the fire apparatus arrived. ‘The 
Bradlee hose wagon from Ballardvale 
and the hose wagon from Andover ar- 
rived at about the same time and three 
minutes later the engine came up. 
When the Townsman representative 
reached the fire, the flames had made 
rapid headway in the little house and 
the interior was a mass of flames, pre- 
cluding all thoughts of saving the house 
even if the apparatus could have gotten 
there as quickly. ‘The only thing for 
the department to do was to Save the 
barn which was close by. With the 
limited water supply, a brook from 
which it was difticult to pump, it was 
hard to do even this mue h. A pig and 
‘some kittens and a cat were bravely 


rescued by the firémen from this 
structure. 
Mrs. Baker and her little grandson, 


Earl Forrester Powers, were alone at 
the house when the fire broke out. Mr. 
Baker had gone down town witha load 
of wood and a Mr. Cross. was sawing 
wood in the shed. Mrs, Baker went up 
stairs to do her chamber work and open- 
ing the door to a back room in which 
was stored the furniture of a married 
daughter, Mrs. Wm, Callihan of Beverly, 
found the room full of smoke. 

She gave the alarm by stopping the 
Andover bound electric, one of whose 
passengers pulled the box, No, 23, at the 
Scotland district school. Another pas- 
senger, C. A. Donovan,of 36 Main street, 
Everett, helped save the furniture. 
Not a great deal was brought out, bow- 
ever, as the ceiling began to fall in on 
the heads of the workers. Mrs. Baker 
was vetting ready to go away so had put 
some money in a satchel, five or six 
dollars or so, and she lost- this. 

The fire probably caught from an 
overheated or defective chimney which 


was recently repaired. The house, a 
small six roomed cottage, Was pur- 


chased by Mr. Baker from George Bux- 
ton about four years ago. It was first 
built and occupied by the Cheevers, and 
stands opposite the branch road to 
North Reading and within a few feet of 


the L. & R. track. The house and barn 
are insured for $500 in the Merrimack 
Mutual but Mr. Baker places his loss at 
between S500 and S600 as the greater 
amount of the insurance will go to the 
mortgage. None of the furniture was 
insured, 

The hook and ladder did not arrive at 
the fire until 12. o’elock, about 50 
minutes after the alarm rang. When 
they came the firemen soon pulled down 
the burning walls of the louse. The 
} all-out rang at 2.45,

Several names were proposed | 
but it was the opinion of the majority | 
of the delegates that it would be more | 
advantageous to have the presicent an | 
tne secretary in tne same district aud 
Fred G. Humphries of the Muohairs wat 
e.ected to the office. 

The question of extending the league 
caused quite.a lengthy discussion, Ap- 
plications from the Zions, Billericas 
and Lynn Wanderers had been received 
at a previous meeting and a vote pass- 
ei then to extend the league to an eignt 
club organization. The reconsideration 
of the vote was passed, and when fin- 
ally both sides had expressed their 
opinion it was unanimously agreed to 
a.low the league to remaiin a six-club 
league as presently constituted. 

The adopticn of a proposed ru.e to ar- 
range league games prior to any others 
was Warmly opposed by the Lowell ae!- 
egates, The rule was proposed by the 
Andover delegate who ‘said that the 
league ought surely to do its own bus- 
iness first and arranging of the sched- 
ule was certainly important business. 
The ciaim of the Lowell men that the 
Boston clubs would suffer and would 
be unable to secure satisfactory dates, 
was refuted. When the Boston clubs 
knew that the league intended to al- 
range its own games first, they would 
readily meet the situation by waiting 
until the league schedule was published 
and arrange accordingly. 

The delegate from the Mohairs, F, G. 
Humphries, strongly opposed the adop- 
tion of the proposei rule and said that 
he had already arranged dates with 
outside clubs. He thought that {tt 
would be impossible to arrange satis- 
factory dates with all the clubs if the 
league arranged its dates first. Others 
spoke for and against the adoption and 
on a vote it was passed 7 to 5. 

It was voted unanimously to change 
the system of counting points, the 
change being advocated by Andover. 
At present a win counts’one point and 
one point is deducted for a defeat. Un- 
der the new system 2 points wiil be giv- 
en for a win and one point for a tie, de- 
feats and draws to be ignored. A club 
starting the season poorly will now 
have some chance of getting into @ 
good position before the games are all 
played, something which was impossi- 
ble under the old system.

ONE ON THE MOOSE. 


As you know, Maine is one of the 
best hunting regions in the world, and 
though remote, as it is, from the busy 
centres, it is made accessible by the net 
work of railroads which run in every 
direction int the vast forests of the 
state. 

Deer are ples':ful, and the sportsman 
who goes into the woods and does not 
bring down at least one deer is hardly 
entitled to be called a sportsman; ts 
fact, they are so numerous that they 
are often seen feeding in the pastures 
along with the cattle. 

Of course, the huntsman in search of 
moose has to penetrate deep into the 
forests, and ofttimes the hunt becomes 
perilous and many hardships are en- 
countered, though in the excitement of 
the chase the dangers are forgotten.

NEW LEGISLATURE, 


The great and general court of Mas- 
sachusetts will convene at Boston in 
about two weeks, and indications are 
that this session will be of more than 
ordinary interest to the people of this 
Vicinity. 

The representatives of Lawrence, 
Methuen, Andover and North Andover, 
will be Senator Guy W. Currier and 
Representatives A. N. Frost, Joseph 
Buswell, J. C. Poor, Amedee Cloutier, 
J.J. Desmond and J. T. Maloney. 

It is impossible to predict what com- 
mittees will be assigned to the Law- 
rence representatives, but it is safe to 
say, that Senator Currier will again be 
on the judiciary committee, and as 
well as other important committees. 
tepresentative Frost will probably be 
chairman of the committee on probate 
and insolvency, and on a committee to 
codify the laws. Representative Bus- 
well, it is said, has a good chance to be 
placed on the redistricting committee. 

Mr. Buswell will again push his un- 
limited liquor license bill, the prospect 
being good for its passage. 

Senator Currier and Represenative 
Poor will give attention to state high- 
way appropriations, and this district 
will undoubtedly get its share again. 

Representative Frost proposes to res- 
cue his death penalty bill from_ the 
committee to which it was referred and 
bring it before the house. The bill 
makes it optional with a jury to bring 
in a verdict of murder in the first de- 
gree with the death penalty attached, 
or with a Hfe imprisonment provision. 

Many people believe that the time has 
come when steps should be taken to- 
Wards abolishing grade crossings in 
this city, and if there appears to be 
a public demand for this improvement, 
Representative Frost who has already 
interested himself in the matter, will 
take steps towards securing the neces- 
sary legislation. 

Mr. Frost will introduce a bill for an 
appropriation of $1000 for the law libra- 
ry at the superior court house here.

DEFECTS IN EDUCATION. 

At the meeting of the Massachusetts 
Schoolmasters’ club, held at the Hotel 
Brunswick, Boston, Saturday, Charles 
M. Lamprey, master of the Packard 
school, was elected to membership. 

President George Harris of Amherst 
college, formerly of the Andover The- 
ological seminary made an interesting 
address in which he called attention to 
certain defects in the educational sys- 
tem in schools and colleges. 

President Harris regarded the defects 
of colleges as being mostly the defe-is 
of their qualities. 

The first of the defects was the defect 
in grades of education, of amassing t 0 
large numbers in the various divisions 
of the college—a defect which he {l'us- 
trated by referring to the impossibility 
of teaching the Parisian accent in 
French toa class of 50 boys. The elec- 
tive system, to a large degree, corrected 
this defect, yet in a small e ineaeni 
were a good many little groups nd 
here thorough work was interfered with 
by the thought of the examination, The 
speaker believed that the larger an:in- 
stitution became, and the larger the 
sections or divisions became, the more 
we tended toward the Oxford system of 
examination. 

Another defect was the relation of the 
college to the high school, the second- 
ary school. There was, he said, a year 
in dispute between the high schools and 
the colleges. Did that year, which had 
been, and still was, the freshman year, 
belong to the college or to the high 
school? The best thigh schools today 
were teaching beyond the l-nes of the 
old preparation for college. It was bet- 
ter that the standard of admission to 
college should not be advanced—not in 
quality, but only in quantity. By the 
time boys had reached the stage when 
they entered our New England colleges, 
it was then the time for them.to ge 
be brought together 
with boys from other cities and states 
in the colleges. It was better for them 
in one year to be taught pret'y much 
along the same lines, and thus to be a:- 
similated and prepared for the elec ives 
which foll»wed in the remaining year, 

The speaker, after describing the 
courses at Amherst, urged, as another 
defect, that, in the great major'ty of 
schools, the subjects ‘equivalent’ to 
English were not as well taught as 


| were the old subjects—the classics and 


mathematics. He also comp'ained 
about the disproportionate time and in- 
terest given in college to things which, 
while good in themselves and indispen- 
sable, were not intellectual.

WAR ON AGAIN. 


“General DeWet's exploit last week 
in capturing four hundred British sol- 
diers and two guns at Dewetsdorp, 
southwest of Bloemfontein; President 
Kruger’s reception in Marseilles, Paris, 
and intermediate stations in France;

THE REMBRANTS. 


A bit about the artist may be as inter- 
esting as a bit concerning the works of 
the greatest of Dutch painters. Until 
within the last half century the gener- 
ally accepted story of Kembrant’s life 
was made up of a collection of tictitious 
statements. Although much kas been 
revealed, although the cobwebs of myth 
have been torn away, nevertheless, with 
all the painstaking, much concerning 
Kembranv’s life is shrouded in darkness 
and mystery. ‘the doubts begin with 
the date of his birth. 160U-7-8 claim the 
event and alike share the honor by dif- 
ferent authorities. He was the fifth 
child born to a miller of Leyden. 
‘Lhough humble in station his parents 
sent him to a Latin school—‘rhat he 
might in the fullness of time be able to 
save his native city ana the Kepublic 
with his knowledge.” Such studies were 
not to the boy’s mind, however, and his 
father soon perceived that his son’s in- 
clination towards art would have to be 
indulged. Consequently, at the age of 
twelve years he was placed with Jakob 
von Swanenburch of Leyden. ‘Three 
years later he studied under Lastman 
in Arhsterdam. After six months he re- 
turned to his native town, where he re- 
mained six years working much from 
the members of his own family and from 
himself, carrying out those elaborate 
compositions which mark his first period 
as painter. 

Nos, 81, 82, 83, are three of the forty 
or more portraits Rembrant made of 
himself in many aspects and various fan- 
tastical costumes, though ’tis said few of 
them are accurate likenesses. "Tis clear 
he was a strong man of ordinary frame, 
with thick nose, coarse but firm mouth 
and dark, piercing eyes. In 1680 he es- 
tablished himself in Amsterdam, where 
at this time a great transformation, not 
only in the city itself but-in the spirit of 
the inhabitants, followed -the Spanish 
struggle. ‘The revival of civil life 
awakened an interest in the arts. The 
institutions fostered by war had en- 
couraged painters and now with return- 
ing prosperity came forward to commis- 
sion pictures. 

The “Lesson in Anatomy,” of gwhich 
Nos. 85, 86 are reproductions in detail, 
is his first corporation picture It was 
painted in 1632 at the request of the cel- 
ebrated anatomist, Nicholas Pieterszoon- 
Tulp, for the Guild of Surgeons. It isa 
canvass four by six feet now hanging in 
the Moritzhaus Museum, The Hague. 
In the picture Prof. Tulp is seen stand- 
ing behind an operating table, upon 
which is placed the corpse. Forceps in 
hand, he lifts the tendons of the partly 
dissected arm, while around him stand 
his colleagues, eager to.watch and listen. 
It is a wonderful picture for a young 
man twenty-six years old and is accepted 
as a milestone in his career and as mark- 
ing anew departure. ‘The enthusiasm 
aroused by “The Anatomy Lesson” when 
it was finished atid hung in its predes- 
tined place in the dissecting room of the 
Guild of Surgeons was immediate and 
immense. Commissions flowed in faster 
than he could execute them. All the 
wealth and fashion of the city rushed to 
his studio to be immortalized by him. 
Pupils, too, came clamoring to his door, 
eager to pay one hundred florins and 
work with the lion of the day. In 16384 
Rembrant married. Eight years after- 
ward his wife died, leaving one son, ‘Ti- 
tus, to whom she left her property. 
That this precipitated Rembrant’s ruin 
is difficult to understand. However, the 
fact remains that he incurred great 
debts and between 1654 and ’58 he was 
stripped of all the property he had ac- 
cumulated in the historic house in the 
Breestraat, the site of which is today 
a land mark to the inhabitants and visi- 
tors of Amsterdam. ‘The later part of 
his life he was a sort of nomad, shifting 
his lodging with uncomfortable fre- 
quency and carrying with him only his 
painting materials. In 1661 he was com- 
missioned by the Guild of Dvapers or 
Cloth workers to paint a portrait group 
of their “Syndics” (or directors), No. 84. 

This picture was done for the Hall of 
the Corporation. It hung in the Cham- 
ber of the Controllers and Gaugers of 
Cloth at the Staalhof, and is now in the 
RKyks Museum, Amsterdam. As was the 
guild’s custom among the military which 
gradually declined as the civic corpor- 
ations increased it became a_ practice 
among the latter to decorate their halls 
with portraits of their dignitaries. 
Whatever the character of the company, 
the manner of presentation differed 
little in their portraits. The five mem- 
bers of the corporation are arranged 
around the inevitable table prosaically 
occupied in verifying their accounts. All 
are dressed in black costumes, with flat, 
white collars and broad brimmed black 
hats. Behind them and somewhat in 
shadow a servant awaits their orders 
with uncovered head. ‘The table cloth 
is of arich scarlet. A Wainscot of yel- 
lowish hrown wood with simple mould- 
ings forms the back ground for the heads, 

No accessories, no variations of cos- 
tumes, but an equally diffused light, fall- 
ing from the left on the faces are the 
materials Rembrant used to produce his 
master piece. Never before had he 
achieved such perfection, never again 
was he to repeat the triumph of that 
moment when all his natural gifts 
joined forces with the experiences of a 
life devoted to bis art in such a crowning 
manifestation of his genius. 

No allusion to the death of Rembrant 
has been found in any contemporary 
document except the death register of 
the Werter Kirk of Amsterdam, in which 
this entry occurs, ‘Tuesday, October 8, 
1669, Rembrant Van Rijn, Painter of the 
Roozegraft opposite the Doolhof.”

A lady, wishing to know how the Ch!- 
nese polish shirt bosoms, collars and 
cuffs, has solved the mystery. She says 
the secret lies mainly in the making of 
the starch. They take the best starch 
according to the amount to be starched 
and divide it in halves, making one-half 
into thin. well-boiled starch, adding 
while boiling a piece of spermacetti the 
size of a walnut, and boiling this in 
well; and then set it by till cool enough 
to bear the hand in. 

The remainder of the starch they wet 
in plenty of cold water and stir into the 
boiled mass. They then strain the 
starch through silk bolting cloth, being 
careful to get no lumps or thick bits 


through. The shirts, turned wrong 
side out, are wrung through = starch, 
foldei tightly, and left three or four 


hours, when they are ironed and hung 
up till dry. 

They then slip an uncovered board 
uncer the bosom, and with a bit of old 
linen dipped in cold water brush one 
half of the bosom and the plait qu ck.y 
and gentiy over, and then rub with the 
hee! of the polishing iron rub_ har 
across the bosom until it begins to po'- 
ish; then brush again and rub qu‘ckly 
up and the other half is polished in the 
same way. They always have the 
bosoms “bi ne dry" before beginning to 
polish.

The Gas Franchise 


The first, that of the gas rights in 
Andover streets, was virtually decided 
by the very pronounced opinion of the 
citizens at the public hearing.

The grant of a franchise on Main 
street without a specific location was 
taken to mean a second track down 
Main street, to which the L. L. & H. 
road promptly objected, and against 
which a strong petition was presented 
to the railroad commissioners carrying 
the remonstrance of many of the 
abuttors on the street. The question 
came back to the selectmen upon the 
refusal of the cominissioners to con- 
sider the question until a specific lo- 
cation had been granted. 

In conversation with the selectmen 
it is learned that since that time they 
have felt that their previous grant of a 
franchise placed a moral obligation 
upon them to name a particular lo 
cation, and their franchise published

elsewhere is the result) of their recent 
deliberation. We cannot get away 
from our long held belief that one 


track on Main street would serve all of 
the car traflic of the street, but the ob- 
stacles in the way of such an arrange- 
ment seem to be insurmountable for 
the present. The next best thing is to 
take up, with two tracks, just as little 
room as possible, and this) is undoubt- 
edly accomplished by the ingenious

In fact we are compelled 
to give the heartiest approval to the 
scheme which the selectmen lave de-

vised by which roads shall use 
the one street, with two tracks, and 
yet with the occupancy of almost no 
more of the public highway than is 
how used by the L. 1. & TH. road. 

The long turnout on the hill would 
apparently discommode no one, cer- 


tainly not the citizens of that neighbor- 
hood as muchas they are now troubled 
by the transferring there. The sbort 
turn out at Morton street seems aneces- 
sity for the public safety, but it comes 
at a point wheresas little inconvenience 
would be caused as at any point on the 
line. For the rest of the way, the 
plan designs an interlocking of tracks 
on the easterly side of the present 
tracks, the outside one being two feet 
to the eastward of the LL. 1. & TL. east- 
erly track, 

Ata first glance it) would seem as if 
this would take up just two feet more 
of the road than is now occupied, but 
we jnust not lose sight of the eighteen 
inches of paving on either side of the 
present track, and which it is planned 
to do away with in the grant of the se- 
lectmen for future track laying on 
Main street. In fact they will secure 
an even greater width of travel service 
than they now have by the rebuilding, 
if their present plans are carried out, 
for they will call for macadamized 
road from gutter to gutter.

! been submitted to the company for their 
aprroval and signatures, 
Following is the text of the franchise: 
Andover, Mass., 
December, 17, 1900 
| Upon petition of the, Lawrence 
' Gas Company for the right to lay and 
maintain gas mains in and through 
certain streets and ways in the town 
of Andover, a hearing, duly adver- 
tized in the Andover Townsman, was 
held December. 3, 1900. After hear- 
| ing the petitioners and citizens it is 
| ordered; ‘That leave be granted the 
| Lawrence Gas Company to lay and 
maintain gas mains in and through 
the following streets in the Town of 
Andover: Main street, Central street, 
| School street, Phillips street, Morton 
street, Elm street, Summer street, 
High street, Maple avenue, Park 
| stréet, Florence street, Chestnut 
street, Essex street, and Brook 
street, upon such locations as shall 
be specifically designated by the 
Board of Selectmen. 

Said leave is granted under the fol- 
lowing express conditions and pro- 
visions: 

First—The Lawrence. Gas Com- 
pany shall be subject not only to 
general laws and to the special pro- 
vision of its charter which now 
exist but to all future changes of 
the general law or of said charter. 

Second—The said Lawrence Gas 
Company, shall be subject to such 
rules and regulations as the Select- 
men or their successors in oftice may 
impose and which in their judge- 
ment are necessary and proper for 
the protection of the rights of the 
citizens of the town of Andover in 
the use of the streets. 

Third—The Lawrence Gas Com- 
pany shall hold the town harmless 
from all liability and from all ex- 
pense of any kind or nature growing - 
out of any accident which shall ‘oc- 
cur by reason of the opening and dig- 
ging up of the streets of the town by 
the said Lawrence Gas Company or 
by reason of any other act, neglect 
or default of said company in rela- 
tion to said streets either before or 
after the opening of said streets. 

Fourth—The Lawrence Gas Com- 
pany shall replace all streets opened 
by them in as good condition as they 
were previous to such opening, all 
subject tothe approval of the Select- 
men, and, if required by the Select- 
men, an inspector appointed by them 
shall be put on the work and the ex- 
pense of aia inspector shall be borne 
by the Lawrence Gas Company.” 

Fifth—The said Lawrence Gas 
Company agree to furnish (as soon as 
they can legally do so) electric light 
to said town of Andover and its in- 
habitants upon reasonable terms and 
conditions if for any cause the And- 
over Electric Light Company shall 
permanently cease to furnish elec- 
trie light. 

Sixth—The Lawrence Gas Com- 
pany agree that the ‘Town of And- 
over may purchase such portion of 
their plant, pipes, works, and fran- 
chises as may at any time be located 
within the limits of the ‘Town of 
Andover upon a fair valuation 
thereof if at any time the ‘Town of 
Andover shall have a legal right so 
to do, and in case the town shall 
purchase as above, the rights of lo- 
cation shall not be considered as of 
any monetary value. 

Seventh—Tihe Lawrence Gas Com- 
pany agree, on completion of any 
work done by them in said Town of 
Andover under this license or any 
further extension thereof, to furnish 
record plans to said town showing 
the location of such portion of their 
plant, pipes or works. 

Upon any failure of the Lawrence 
Gas Company to comply with any of 
the conditions of this order the Sel- 
ectmen may revoke the location 
hereby granted or any portion of 
the same.

Sunday Selling in Andover. 


To the Townsman: 

It will doubtless be a surprise to many 
people to learn from the following facts 
that Sunday trade is gaining ground in 
our community. 

There is a variety store in Abbott Vil- 
lage where customers are waited upon 
by achild not far from ten years of age. 
In answer to inquiry, the proprietor of 
the store said he did quite a good Sunday 
trade, keeping open all day and through 
the evening. Does the law allow this? 

In the Square on a recent Sunday 
afternoon a brisk business in shoe black- 
ing was being carried on in one of the 
new places just opened on Post Office 
avenue. 

Next door, which is open all day Sun- 
day and through the evening, the chief 
things for sale seemed to be pipes and 
tobacco, a young boy being the only cus- 
tomer who was faithfully following the 
example of the man behind the counter 
who was smoking. Here “there are no 
regular boarders kept, but, meals are 
served on the European plan.” Is that 
what Quick Lunch means? This place 
and the one on Park street kept by Mr. 
Bemis are said by one of .the town of- 
ficials to be doing an illegal Sunday 
business ! 

The law allows bake shops to be open 
til 10 o’clock in the morning and from 
3 to 6.30 in the afternoon. The shops 
kept by Mr. Higgins and Mr. Rhodes are 
not strietly speaking bake shops, but 
regular stores where all sorts of things 
are for sale, and are both open through 
the evening on Sundays contrary to law! 

It would seem that three drug stores, 
by strict attention to business, ought to 
be able to sell all the drugs, medicines, 
and tobacco — the only things legally 
i sold — needed on Sundays by keeping 
open a while in the morning and again 
in the afternoon — as used to be the cus- 
| tom—instead of keeping open’ all day 
and late into the night! 

On-a recent pleasant Sunday a a street 
vender was seen established on the Hill 
where the Lawrence and Reading cars 
meet, an established custom we have 
been told! Is this a lawful proceeding? 

It may be said that no one of these of- 
fences is serious enough to be noticed, 
but taken together they indicate a trend 
in the wrong direction, and the question 
| arises as to whose duty it is to see that 

these wrongs are sighted before we begin 
asa town our record making for the new 
century.

The trial of former Deputy Reven e 
Collector Ranzsem F. meccrils con- 
sumed all day 1ues ay in the United 
States district court, befure Judge 
Loweil. McCrillis is charged with the 
embezzlement of United states govern 
ment funds. It is probable tha: the 
trial will not be concluded before Fri- 
day. 

The governmen.'’s case was prosecal- 
ei by Dist. Atty. Boyd B. Jones anil 
Asst. Dist.-Atty John H, Casey. 

Mr. MecCriliis was represented by 
Judge John W. Corcoran, who ad- 
dressed the court relative to the three 
indictments against McCrillis, the in- 
dictments being upheld by Mr. Jones. . 

‘On the ruling of Judge Lowel, the 
first indictment, c-arging five counts of 
larceny, was drorvrel, and the trial was 
begun on the two other indictments, 


both charging embezzlement, but 
drawn under different statutes.

Corcoran challenged Caarles Getman of 
Cheschire. The government caallen-el

PRESIDENT BRUCE. 
President A. B. Bruce of the Lowell, 
Lawrence and Haverhill street railway 
company was seen Monday morning by 


a Telegram reportér and was asked 
fora statement in regard to the ar- 
ticles in Sunday’s papers which told 


of the ‘‘sale’’ and ‘gobbling up” of the 
local road. It has been stated that the 
L. L. & H. street railway was to be 
sold to the-Lynn & Boston railway 
company and that for this purpose a 
meeting would be held in Boston at 14 
Kilby street, Monday morning, Dee 
24th. 

“It is a fact,’ said Mr. Bruce, “that 
the meeting is to be held, but as far 
as any ‘sale’ or ‘gobbling up’ is con- 
cerned, there is no truth in it. What 
the stockholders are to do is simply 


the carrying out of pians formulated 
ovec a year ago. The Lynn & Boston 
road is owned by the Massachusetts 


Electric company, and over a year ago 
this same company purchased nearly 
all of the stock of the L. L. & H. road. 

“The consolidation of the roads con- 
trolled by this company follows as a 
matter of course and the result will be 
better service for the patrons of the 
road, The people of Lawrence will no- 
tice no difference, except that the ser- 


vices will be better in every way. 
“Similar to the procedure. which is 
about to take place, was the recent 


transfer of the Lowell & Suburban 
road to the L. L. & H., and it has been 
shown that the coming together of 
smaller roads has always resulted in 
better equipment throughout and in far 
better service to the public.” 

Mr. Bruce seemed very” much sur- 
prised that so much talk has resulted 
from the annguncement that a meeting 
is shortly to be held, for the purpose 
of consolidation for, as he says, the 
entire local road was practically soid 
to the Massachusetts Electrical compa- 
ny over a year ago, and the proposed 
action is simply the bringing together 
of the Lynn & Boston and the L. L. & 
H. roads. 

There is no secret, he said, about the 
meeting or about the action which the 
stockholders propose to take. 

President Bruce was asked if he had 
anything to say regarding the new road 
which is talked of, to run between this 
city and Manchester, N. H., and he ré- 
plied that there is nothing new at pres- 


ent. John Wheeler of the Wheeler 
Woolen mills «f Salem, N. H., he said, 
will be in the legistature next. year, 
and as he ts greatly interested in the 
proposed road, he will endeavor to ob- 
tain a franchise. If that is obtained 
the road will be pushed right ahead,

SMALL POX. 


The Board of Health realizes tha 
there is grave danger cf a small p»x 
e,idemic in Lawrence this winter and 
every possible precauti n will be taken 
to prevent it. 

There are 27 cases of the d-eai di- 
ease in Manchesier, N. H., ani Agent 
Smith of the Board of Healta wen: to 
that city Tuesday and made a_ thor- 
ough investigation of the method the 
Manchester officials have adopted in 
caring f-r the #mall pox pationts. 

The city of Manchester owns a large 
two-story and a half building with an 
ell, equipped with all conveniences nec 
essary in a contagious hosp tal ami it 
is there that persons ill with contagiou: 
diseases are treated. A woman is em- 
ployed there the year around, being 
paid $360 for her services. She receives 
$3 a week extra for caring for each pa- 
tient, no matter whether the disease is 
small pox, diphtheria, or scarlet fever. 
Her brother, who has had sma!l p: x is 
paid $2 a diy during the present sna! 
pox epidemic, he having sole charg? of 
the’ transportation and the handling of 
the victims. In addition the city pays 
a French nurse $20 a week. The Man- 
chester officials regard this building ¢s 
inadequate and are to build a new on». 

Agent Smith says their present bui'd 
ing is a palace compared with the Law- 
rence pest house, which, by the way, 
has not been repaired so that it can ke 
used. 

In Manchester the mi!l authorit'es 
are co-operating with t-e health offi- 
cers by sending sick operatives rore 
and having their employes vaccinated. 

By order of Agent Smith officers wil 
watch people who leave trains here and 
notify him of any who appear to be ill. 
Conductors on trains have also teen or- 
dered to keep a sharp lookout for small 
pox patients. By being const nt y en 
the alert an epidemic may be ave ted In 
this city.: 

Agent Smith was shown every cour- 
tesy by the Manchester authorities In 
company with Dr. W. M. Parsons and 
Mr. Blake the avent ‘went to the Oak 
Hill sanitarium where the p7tients are 
confined. Dr. Parsons put on his rub 
ber sult and went in while Mr. Bake 
and the agent remained outeide Ove 
bv one the vatients were brought to the 
window and their terr’b'e condition re- 


vealed. The faces of many of t hom 
were bleeding. the victims he'ng un- 
oble to refrain from serate*ing the 


itching hlotehes on their forces 

The Manchester antherities diseov- 
ere? yesterday a child living In a block 
where 16 French familes. reside . who 
had just recoveréd from an attack of 
small pox. The tenement house will 
be fumigated and the tevan‘’s queran- 
tined. This fis an illuctraticn of the 
difficulty the authorit'e: have in detect- 
ine the disease. Tt ‘s satd that. this 
ohild had heen niaced tn gq elacet for 
fear the heolth authorities would ins'st 
vnen its being removed to the pet 
house.

MORE COURT ROOM. 


The Lawrence Bar association will 
meet early next month to take action 
in regard to the matter of securing 
better facilities for the trial of lower 
court civil cases, a matter which was 
discussed at length at the recent meet- 
ing of the association. The lawyers be- 
lieve that new rooms for the trial of 
civil actions should be furnished by the 
county, as in their opinion the rooms at 
present used are too small; and in addi- 
tion to that inconvenience, civil cases 
have to be postponed until the criminai 
session of the court is finished each 
morning. 

The lawyers complain that the room 
reserved for their use is insufficient, 
that there are no Separate rooms. in 
which they can consult with their cli- 
ents, and further that their clients i 
seeking to enforce or to defend their 
civil rights, have a great aversion ta 
being compelled to intermingle with 
criminals awaiting trial. 

The civil work of the local court has 
greatly increased within the past few 
years. In addition to ‘the Lawrence 
cases all the cases from Andover, Me- 
thuen and North Andover are heard. 
And many cases which a few years 
ago would be tried in the superior court 
are now heard in the local court since 
the jurisdiction of the court was en- 
larged. Scarcely a day passes’ but 
three or four civil cases are heard in 
the court. 

Some years ago there was talk of 
enlarging the county court house. 
There is nlenty of land on which the 
building is situated for a large exten- 
sion of the building. The county now 
pays a large yearly rental to the city 
for the use of court rooms in the police 
station building, and as the county is 
now out of debt the bar association be- 
lieves that now is the time to ask for 
the desired improvements, 

Again, it is pointed out that the 
county building will soon have to be 
enlarged for the registry of deeds. The 
police force would like the room now 
occupied by the police court. The po- 
lice signal system and the fire alarm 
telegraph could then be placed in spa- 


cious rooms, and the officers of the 
force weuld have decent rooms in 
which to transact their official busi- 


ness. 

From what members of, the associa- 
ticn say, the county commissioners will 
be asked to make the desired improve- 
ments,

NOT ROOM ENOUGH. 


The county commissioners gave it 

earing on the petiticn of a committee 
of the Lawrence bar et ai, for beiter 
court house accommodations Mon ay, 
at Salem. There were many Lawrence 
people, present inciuaing many of the 
legal fraternity. 

Charies A. DeCourcy in behaif of the 
lawyers of Lawrence, stated in gsub- 
stance that the existing superior court 
house was inadequaie tor tne business 
of that city. The probate court situa- 
ted on the first floor of the building, 
has insufficient room, and greater 
space is imperative for the transaction 
of business which is c.nstanuly increas- 
ing. 

He declared that an enlargment of 
the present strucure was neeae,. in or- 
der to provide two large rooms for trial 
of.cases, a larger room for the library, 
also waiting, consultation and other 
rooms. The accommodaticns of the li- 
brary’ are*such that no more books can 
be shelved in proper manner. 

There is ample room on the eagstern 
side of the present court building that 
can be secured as a site for an annex. 

A. R. Sanborn, register of deeds, sta- 
ted that the shelf room in his depart- 
ment was exhausted, and that audi- 
tional room was needed, not only for 
the clerical force but the public, Mr. 
Sanborn further said that- he did not 
consider the room sufficiently fireproof? 
and™that it would be a calamity if the 
deeds, books, etc,, were destroyed. 

W. J. Bracley spoke in favor of re- 
moving the police court business to the 
proposed enlarged supericr court house. 
The existing police cuurt house was in- 
adequate, 

Hon. Newton P. Frye spoke in faver 
of enlarging the existing superior court 
house. 

Assistant District Attorney Sherman 
stated that the district attorney had 
inadequate room in the present superior 
court house. He favored an annex of 
sufficient size to meet the needs of the 
superior court, and to provide for the 
police court as well. Provision should 
be made for a room to confine prisoners 
in the building during the sittings of 
the superior criminal court. 

A. N. Frost, representative to the 
general court from Lawrence spoke in 
favor of court house improvements in 
Lawrence, 

Representative Joseph Buswell of 
Lawrence spoke in favor of better ac- 
commodations for police court work in 
Lawrence. He favored the abolishment 
of the court house at Newburyport, 
also the jail in that city and the house 
of correction in Ipswich.

Adams Chapter—On December 16, 1773 
ano hundred and twenty-seven years 
ago yesterday, the greatest tea brewing 
in the history of the world transpired 
in the harbor of the town of Boston— 
a brewing flittle relished by the invad- 
ers of our young country—but heartily 
appreciated by the participants at that 
time; and by the descendants of the 
heroic men and women who brought its 
overthrow to such a successful issue. 

Samuel Adams, for whom this chap- 
ter has the honor of representing in 
the national society Daughters of the 
American Revolution, possessed pre- 
cisely the qualities which the times re- 
quire’, He was the organizer of the 
Revolution. He believed in the capaci- 
ty of America for self government. He 
was the leader in the movement that 
gave rise to the famous “Boston Tea 
Party.” On an evening in December the 
town meeting was sitting by the diin 
light of candles in the Old South meet- 
ing house and Samuel Adams was its 
president. They awaited the final and 
conclusive decision of the governor to 
their demanes that he give a pass to 
the ship out of the harbor that it might 


depart with its fragrant cargo still on 
board. It was the last chance. Al 
length comes word from the governor 
that the pass cannot be given. When 
this Was announced Samuel Adams 
said: “This meeting can do nothing 
more to save the country.” It was a 


preconcerted signal. Scarcely had the 
words been spoken when a war-whoop 
was heared near the door and a band 
of Mohawk Indians followed by a 
crowd of citizens rushed to the wharf 
and soon through the darkness could 
be heard upon the decks of the vessels 
the blows of the hatchets as the chests 
of the, tea were broken open.
